Mrs. George W. Vanderbilt, Following 
W ishes of Her Husband to Have For­ 
est Preserved, Will Sell Place to U n­ 
cle Sam—One of the Most Magnifi­ 
cent Domains In America. 


Asheville, N. C-—The 8G.7U0 acres of 
beautiful wilderness at Biltmore, N. C„ 
which the United States forest reserva­ 
tion commission recently decided to 
buy from Mrs. George W. Vanderbilt, 
is the largest area owned by the na­ 
tion east of the M ississippi river and is 
destined to serve as a national park 
for the 35,000,000 people who live w ith­ 
in a radius of a day’s Journey from IL 
Most of them know nothing of Its 
character, and fe%v of the many thou 
sand visitors who have passed on the 
white roads of the Biltmore estate and 
admired the magnificence of Biltmore 
bouse have glimpsed more of it than 
i the misty blue barrier that bounds it 
; on the northw est 
' 
It is a lordly domain of 134 square 
miles of wooded mountains and rush- 
I ing streams which lias thus been add- 
I ed to the national possessions. 
It is 
! the most extensive hardwood reserve 
east of the Rockies. 
It is a game and 
j fish preserve which lins few equals, it 
has seventeen miles of good roads built 
for 
use 
by 
automobilists, 
cresting 
heights over 5.000 feet above sea level. 
Great mountains rise in its bounds, 
culminating in the rock peak of 5,757 
feet high Pisgah 
There are grassy 
“balds” and domes dark with balsam, 
and rock cliffs caverning bear aud 
wolves. On the slopes are magnificent 
trees and tangled areas of rhododen 
dron and laurel. 
Thousands of high placed springs 
send their icy waters in rushing rivulets 
down to streams which foam over beds 
of rock and swirl In dark pools by vast 
bowlders. 
The beds are paved with 
rocks, and 
often 
the 
white 
water 
spreads In silvery shimmer over giant 
doors of granite. 
W aterfalls are here 
and there, one on Looking Glass creek 
having an abrupt fall of sLxty feet 
Scores of sm all streams unite to form 
the Davidson river, which empties into 
the French Broad. 
The reserve extends from a poiut 
six miles from Asheville southwest to 
Pisgah Forest station on the Toxaway 
branch of the Southern railway, lying 
between the Brevard-Asheville state 
road on the southeast and Pisgah ridge 
on the northwest, its due north limit 
helug a line d raw n from Pisgah t<> a 
point four miles from Biltmore bouse. 
Much the greater part of it is in Trail 
Sylvania county. 
The automobile road built by Mr 
Vanderbilt overlooks It, and by using it 
one can be in the midst of the wilder 
ness in two hours’ ride from Asheville, 
and Asheville Is only twenty-one hours 
Journey from New York. The automo 
bile road ascends 2,500 feet to the eiab 
orate hunting lodge of the Vanderbilts. 
which with 500 acres adjoining is ex 
cepted from the sale, and then contin 
ues along the ridge ten miles, topping 
some heights and circling other peak* 
while maintaining an average elevation 
of 4,600 feet above sea level. 
Each turn of this road develops new 
beauties. 
Sometimes It bangs over a 
precipice looking down on a see of 
greenery, and again from a lofty point 
one eees a vast panorama of mourn j 
tains rising and falling apparently Uke : 
billows—several of the balsams being J 
higher than Mount W ashington— soil iii 
the distance the prodigious wall of the 
Great Smokies on the Tennessee line 
The secretaries of agriculture. Interior 
and war came up this road from Ashe­ 
ville to the hunting lodge, tw enty-seven 
miles, In au bour and a half, and at 
that the chauffeur took no chalices of 
creating any vacancies in the cabinet 
These government officials inspected 
the property in June, 1913. 
An extension of this road a dozen 
miles to Brevard would connect it with 
the state road to Asheville, now In 
very good condition, and thus provide 
a sixty 
mile tour 
for automobiles 
From it Mr. 
Vanderbilt constructed 
two well graded roads leading down 
iuto tile valleys, and there one finds 
many railes of easy gradient high wax 
which tie built along the water courses 
The

association 
whose headquarters are iii Asheville, 
lias been for a year actively promoting 
the conversion of all landB bought by 
the forest reservation commission into 
national parks, which should be con 
netted by automobile roads built by 
the government 
it is estimated that there are now 
3,000 deer on the tract, besides bears, 
wolves, foxes, squirrels, raccoons, quail, 
wild turkeys, native pheasants and the 
descendants of the English and Chi 
aese pheasants and the wild boar with 
which it was stocked many years ago

Millions of dollars’ worth of paper 
money of a new type will be put into 
circulation upon the establishment of 
the federal reserve banks within the 
next few weeks. 
Under the federal reserve bauk act 
each of the twelve reserve banks will 
receive 
advances 
from 
the 
reserve 
bourd in the form of federal reserve 
notes, a distinctly new sort of paper 
money 
Commercial paper will be the 
collateral 
advanced 
by the 
various 
hanks as security for these notes. 
Comptroller of the Currency Williams 
has samples of this new paper money 
now under consideration. 
At his re­ 
quest. .Joseph E Ralph, director of 'ae 
bureau of engraving anil printing, pre­ 
pared notes of sr,, sin. $20, $50 and 
$100 d en om in ation s, and these have 
been submitted to Secretary McAdoo. 
It is not likely, however, that the sam­ 
ples will be officially accepted until 
I the members of the federal reserve 
I board have been confirmed by the sen- 
I ate and can confer with Secretary Mc- 
j Adoo and Comptroller Williams con­ 
cerning the new notes. 


No E s t im a t e of V o lu m e . 
I 
At present no official of the treas­ 
ury department is able to make any 
estimate of the amount of federal re­ 
serve notes which will probably be put 
Into circulation this year. 
Federal re­ 
serve banks are required under the 
new law to keep gold reserves of not 
less than 40 per cent against federal 
reserve notes in actual circulation. 
The amount of these notes required 
by the federal reserve bunks will de­ 
pend largely on the amount of money 
required by member hanks for the re­ 
discounting of commercial paper. 
I,ast year at harvest, time Secretary 
McAdoo permitted banks in the west 
and south to borrow' money on com­ 
mercia] paper, and about $57,000,000 
was loaned. 
The immediate demand 
for fedora preserve notes will probably 
be far in e x c e s s of that sum. as the 
harvest loans w ere limited to the fann­ 
ing sections, while tile e n ti r e Pnit d 
S ta l e s will draw on ’.he federal re* 
serve hoard for limner to red ^ mint 
agricultural, industrial and commercial 
paper. 
'The money for harvest emer­ 
gencies was I inn I od to t wen! y-eight 
states, and none of it wen! to New 
York and N e w England. 


Designs of N e w Notes. 
The new five dollar note s u b m i t t e d 
by Mr. Ralph is typical of agriculture. 
The portrait on the face of the note is 
Lincoln’s, and the back shows a har­ 
vesting machine and allegorical figures 
typical of farming. 
The ten dollar 
note bears a portrait of Cleveland and 
a manufacturing scene. 
The twenty 
dollar note bears Jackson’s portrait 
and is typical of commerce, having a 
steamship, train and other mediums of 
trade on the back. 
Grant’s picture is 
shown on the fifty dollar note, aud 
Franklin's portrait adorns the $100 
bill. 
Both of these larger bills are 
typical of the arts. 
All the bills will 
be printed in green ink on the back, 
while black ink will be used on the 
faces. 
For some time the treasury depart­ 
ment has been anxious to make all pa­ 
per money more uniform. 
At present 
different portraits appear on different 
sorts of paper money of the same de­ 
nomination. 
It is likely that the por­ 
traits selected for use on the federal 
reserve notes will also be used on oth­ 
er paper money. 
So in the future all 
banknotes, gold certificates, silver cer­ 
tificates and federal reserve notes of 
live dollar denomination will probably 
bear Lincoln’s 
portrait and so on 
through the series up to $100.
